A New Problem 
In Rent Control 


A new round of Federal rent control 
may be in the offing. President Truman 
is reported to be considering asking Con- 
gress for blanket powers to restore con- 
trols wherever needed, wiping out a sec- 
tion of the present law which allows local 
authorities to decontrol. 


When that is done it also will be time 
for a general revision of rent controls, 
including adjustment of the disparity be- 
tween properties that have been under 
controls for eight years and those which 
never yet have been controlled at all. 


No one can deny that there already is 
much discrimination under the present 
law. It will be multiplied into a confusjhig 
and chaotic condition if new controls are 
imposed as matters now stand. 


In order to encourage building, rent 
control does not now apply to housing 
units built in recent years. Owners can 
charge whatever they wish. But next 
door, perhaps, rents have been kept at or 
near the 1942 level by continuing controls. 
Obviously, it would be unfair to freeze 
both at their present rates. 


It may be necessary for Congress to 
find an entirely new basing point for ap- 
plying rent controls. 


At any rate, some way must be found 
‘whereby controls will apply to all alike— 
wages, costs, rents and materials.

Corporate Taxes 


And Rearmament 


‘Until the tax situation was explained 
from Washington, we were of the opinion 
that an excess profits tax ought to be ap- 
plied immediately along with wage and 
price controls and rationing. 

But it would not work out in practice 
to equitable taxation. 

An excess profits tax now could apply 
only to the last quarter. But a great many 
businesses are seasonable. Some earn most 
profits for the year in the first or second 
quarter, others in the final quarter. 

Obviously, to apply an excess profits 
tax for the last quarter would work undue 
hardship on business firms that do most 
of their business in that period and there- 
fore earn most, if not all, their annual 
profit in those three months. Likewise,

Argument 


For Home Rule 


The most startling argument in favor of 

Home Rule is offered elsewhere in today’s Con- 

stitution by Rep. John C. Bell, an independent, 

from Richmorid County. He points out that 75 

per cent of the “general laws with local application” are already 

unconstitutional and will be declared so if attacked in court. Then 

he pulls the surprise: The 1950 census will play havoc with these 
laws which apply to only one county! 


“General laws with local application” are those population 
acts which are so bound by population figures that they apply 
to only one county, or at most only a few counties. A law will 
state that “all counties having a population of not less than 36,455. 
and not more than 36,500” shall hire an extra policeman. 


Shifts The 1950 census shows drastic shifts in populations 

among the various covnties in Georgia. That county 
with “not less than 36,455 and not more than 36,500” as of the 1940 
census now has 39,500 citizens. It is no longer entitled to change 
the name of its street known as Alpine Alley. On the other hand, 
a certain county which heretofore had had fewer citizens than 
36,455 has grown to fit the specifications of the “general bill with 
local application.” By golly, it’s got to hire an extra policeman now 
whether it needs it or not. 


There are quite a few of those “general bills with local appli- 
cation” on the law books. They are nothing but purely “local bills.” 
However, a Senator and Representative who either hasn’t. had 
sufficient time to advertise the “local bill” as required by the State 
Constitution—or else had other reasons not to want to advertise 
his plans—resorts to the passage of a general bill which will affect 
only his own county. 


‘Courtesy’ Under legislative courtesy through which no op- 

position is raised if the local solons agree on their 
local bills, the House and Senate pays no attention to the passage 
of uncontested local bills. But if the presiding officer calls up a 
“general bill with local application,” the solons are all ears. There 
have been instances where some counties got hooked into a law 
when their Representatives and Senators weren't watching those 
important population figures. Just last session a law was passed 
and signed by the Governor which might have applied to every 
county in the State except Wilkes County, if the Attorney General 
hadn’t ruled it unconstitutional. It was introduced by the Wilkes 
Representative with the intention of banning the sale of wine in 
Wilkes County, but an error was made in listing the “not less than” 
and “not greater than” population figures so that it really affected 
the populations of every county except Wilkes. 

Home Rule will again be an important piece of business facing 
a Georgia Legislature. The census, as Mr. Bell points out, will 


see to that.

Lift Controls 


The Editors: I note that your editorial in The 


‘Constitution uses the current war in Korea as 


a reason why the rent control law should not 
be killed by the City Council at this time. This 
is the same argument that the CIO and other 
groups used at the hearing last Friday before 
Council. 

It is my firm convittion that the war in 
Korea is a most urgent reason why the present 
rent control law should be abolished at once. 
Property income is now frozen at prewar rates. 
This means that the property owners, many of 
whom are solely dependent on this income for 
their support, including the aged, widows and 
orphans, now have only 60 per cent of their for- 
mer purchasing power and therefore the stand- 
ard of living they had before the war. With 
the certainty of new and greater controls to 
come on a national level as a result of the war, 
we must give these owners a chance to recoup 
some of their lost purchasing power before a 
new freeze on rents. If not permitted to do this, 
and we have a new long-term freeze on rents 
at the present 1942 levels, after the next war 
and another round of perhaps a 100 per cent 
devaluation in the dollar, because of increased 
prices, the property-owning class will be re- 
duced to only 30 per cent of their former income 
and a great number of them will then be on 
relief. 

This will liquidate this class of our society, 
which has been one of the aims of the Com- 
munists and other left wingers, because the 
property-owning class is the greatest opponent 
of the left wingers. I urge most vigorously that 
rent decontrol should be voted now.

The Waitress Got Back 60 Cents

WASHINGTON—If there is one thing that history Yeaches it is that inflation is not curbed by 
saying “tut-tut” to it. You can curb a tide by building a wall but not by appealing to its better 
mature. This fact is nearly always discovered anew, with surprise, at the start of each inflation- 
ary spiral. What is said here, of course, does not excuse profiteers or the hoarders of goods who 


cause distinctly artificial shortages. 

Yet the long-run experience going back a 
couple of thousand years indicates that if you 
have a limited supply of goods and an unlimited 
supply of money the price of goods goes up and 
the purchasing power of the money goes down. 

Much more drastic than finger-shak- 
ing is needed. 


Te handle inflation adequately at this 
time is very important for a reason which 
so far has received little attention. Before . 
long it will almost inevitably be proposed 
that a big civilian. war loan be floated with 
individual popular subscriptions. This is one 
of the standard means of meeting inflation 
and can be very effective. It helps sop up 
excess supplies of dollars so they don't com- 
pete for limited goods. - 


There are many other tools in the anti- 
inflation workshop, of course, like higher taxes, 
_ faster output, and various curbs and controls on 

normal buying. But a big bond drive is very 
valuable as was shown in World War II. 


The difficulty here is. that a good many 
people who bought bonds in World War II are 
now asking a serious question. They put “good” 
dollars into the bonds and they are going to be 
paid back in depreciated dollars. Is this fair? 
they ask. Does it inspire a desire to buy liberally 
in a new bond drive? | 

A few firm words ought to be said on this 
subject before it is too late. Once such a drive 
is launched it is hardly the time to make ob- 
servations like these. But the fact is that a lot 
of people are going to ask this time if their 
equity will be protected in such bonds, not 
merely in the actual dollars they get back but 
in the Government’s moral commitment to hold 
down prices to preserve the real equities.

Suppose we take a concrete example. A 
waitress at a hotel with a soldier at the front 
felt it her loving duty to set aside a few dollars 
each week to buy. Government bonds. Suppose 


“she put up about $500 for 10-year bonds in the 
‘first year of the war. She got approximately 3 


percent interest expressed through the larger 
capital return. 
That was about 10 years ago and she will 


soon be cashing her first bonds. But the dollars 
she put into the bonds are not the same kind of 


dollars that she will be taking out. They have 


depreciated. The cost of living has gone up about 
40 percent since she put in her money. In pur- 
chasing power. she has lost about 40 cents on 
each dollar. She put in $500; she got back only 
$300 in prewar purchasing power. 

The Government called these bonds “the 
safest investment in the world,” and indeed 
they were, in terms of numerical dollars re- 
tiirned. But the Government failed to curb in- 
flation, so that buyers paid a concealed tax. In 
the case of a lower-income investor like our 
waitress, 40 cents on the dollar is quite a tax. 


It seems to many that the Government ought 
to do better than that this time. It must take 
more drastic action than it did before to curb 
inflation, particularly if it goes to its citizens 
and asks them to buy bonds, as it probably will. 


Curbs on inflation are not popular because 
they represent the applied hardship which com- 
mon civilian self-sacrifice entails. They mean 
sharply increased taxes and curbs on dearly 
cherished economic freedoms. About the best 
that can be asked of them is that they be ap~ 
plied fairly. The Government should do its ut- 
most to defend the bonds it offers against de- 
preciation through inflation. 


Will Moscow Risk General War? 


WASHINGTON—Since the Korean attack the Soviet rulers have suddenly found themselves in 
an astonishingly favorable military position. But they know that this favorable position will not 
last indefinitely. The Soviet reaction to these twin facts will largely determine the course of future 


events. 


Now that the United States, having no honorable or rational alternative, is fighting in 


Korea, the Soviet rulers have been confronted with a new and almost certainly ‘unexpected situation. 


The inadequate existing American conven- 
tional forces have been wholly committed in 
Korea. And throughout the rest of the non- 
Soviet world there is a yawning military vacuum. 


The case of Japan provides perhaps the most 
striking illustration of the nature of this vacuum. 
The greatest concentration of American mili- 
tary power outside the United States has been 
in Japan. Yet the simple fact is that, since 
Korea, the rulers in the Kremlin can quite ra- 
tionally hope to gain control of Japan without 
committing any Russian military forces at all. 


On the other hand, since Korea, the only mili- 
tary strength on the Japanese islands consists 
of a. single American division; American air units 
wholly committed in Korea, and decentralized 
and therefore virtually impotent Japanese police 
force. On the other hand, the Kremlin controls 


exist right around the borders of the Soviet 
sphere. 

Moreover, the Soviet rulers must certainly 
be considering carefully one compelling reason 
for taking further advantage of these oppor- 
tunities in the near future. This is that the 
extraordinarily favorable Soviet military situa- 
tion will not last very long. The United States 
and its Western allies have now most publicly 
announced their intention of replacing existing 
weakness with future strength. 

Thus perhaps in two years, perhaps in three, 
the whole basis of the Soviet world strategy 
will be undermined. Soviet strategy has been 
based on a series of demonstrations of Séviet 
strength and Western weakness, designed to in- 
sure a progressive crumbling of the Western will 
to resist. When the West is strong, this will no

Cloud of Uncertainty Over Europe 


Robert Hecht, Atlanta business man who serves also as Consul for Austria, the country of 
his nativity, is on a business ‘trip to Europe. From time to time, he is writing letters back to 


The Atlanta Constitution. 


VIENNA, Austria—The Korean situation has brought a blanket of haze and uncertainty all over 
Europe and they fear the third world war. The hysteria going on in the U. S. A. has spread over 
Middle Europe, especially with, the reverses of our own in Korea, which anybody who knows dis- 
tances will understand. Europe has never learned that the last battle counts and not the first. 


Wherever I went I met the same’ question: 
“Are the Russians going to start the third war 
and where?” One hears all kinds of rumors of 
the movement of Russian trpops on the Bul- 
garian and Jugoslavian frontiers; heavy massing 
of tanks in the Russian Zone across the Danube. 


After a week of discussion with high of- 
ficials, and Austrian business men of inter- 
national connection, as well as others of the 
Allied nations, I am convinced that a world 
war is not imminent. If fit breaks out, it 
probably will start in Terkey, about the 
Dardanelles, to split England from Asia at 
the Suez. 


As far as the military strength of the Allies 
is concerned, I am convinced Russia will and 
can run us out in a few days, as our strength 
here is just negligible. You rdo not see any ex- 
cessive amount of Russians’ in Vienna and, be- 
lieve it or not, the Viennese tell me that the 
troops keep to themselves and behave well since 
their excesses of the first occupation. Our troops 
are well liked, well mannered and very popular 
and they would hate to see them go. It is not 
only the almighty dollar they spend, but there is 


‘kindness and sympathy they have received from 


our boys. Vienna, the city of the golden heart, 
was always a town of Gemuethlichkeit, a word 
you can translate as “happy go lucky,” or cry 
and laugh at the same time, and our boys like it. 


I said the Russians will, not strike in Europe. 
They do not want war, they want something for 
nothing—loot, loot, loot—wikthout fight, and above 
all the spread of their doctrine of Communism. 
They have grabbed the mast important industry 
in Austria, the production of ore in Zistersdorf. 
What they don’t ship to Russian territory they 
sell for gold abroad. Thew grabbed the rayon 
industry claiming the Nazis developed it, and 
carted away all good machfinery from their zone. 

The Austrians are helpless. The Government, 
which is democratic, a coalition of national 
liberals and mild mannered socialists, has tried 
to make peace with the Alllies close to three hun- 
dred times and the Russians blocked each. Amer- 
ica is very popular, with the approximately 200 
million dollars we pour tnsto Austria, in hope and 
endeavor to keep it out of the Iron Curtain. I 
think the Russians don’t, want war. They have 
extended themselves in ‘West Europe and they 
are too foxy to make the same mistake as the 
Nazis—to have .malcontents behind their lines 
which in case of reverse will definitely rebel. 

Vienna has been basily damaged, rows of 
houses, whole city bloeks bombed, and very 
little reconstruction gof®ag on, as the outside 
world with the haze of a third world war hang- 
ing over, is not investingz. Above all, they need 
badly everywhere. The: food is very good, 
apparently plentiful for foreigners, with good 
foreign exchange. The pepulation is much better 
off than 2 years ago, bat their standard of in- 
come and living is low/ and inadequate. 


They'll Do It! Every Time 


Night life is poor except at the Heurigen - 
(fresh wine), where still old joy and music 
reign in lovely outdoor places at very low cost. 
Swank and expensive is the Cobenzl, the old Post 
Master’s castle on top of Vienna Woods. The bar 
is the most beautiful in the world, with a gor- 
geous view at night over the city and the Dan- 
ubian Valley. In daytime you can see the Alps. 


Trains from Germany to Austria are not yet 
on prewar basis. The journey from Hamburg 
to Austria used to take 13 hours and now 26 
(no direct sleepers). I decided to drive from Pas- 
sau to Bavaria, via Linz, which is American 
Headquarters. This is the only route allowed for 
American tourists without other specific per- 
mits to enter Austria via the Enns Bridge. An 
American MP checks your passport and gray 
card and you drive across to the Russian Zone. 
The MP gives you specific written instructions 
not to stop anywhere on the way to Vienna ex- 
cept for utmost emergency. 


You hand your passport and permit to a 
Russian soldier. Not one word from you or 
him, no smile, no wisecrack, no “please” 
or “thanks.” His Majesty, Mr. Stalin, has 
graciously permitted me te enter my native 
land. Ne photographing, no stopping for a 
drink, no stop te admire the wonderful 
scenery of the Danube. You leave this “No 
Human Land” at the gates of Vienna near 
the beautiful castle of Schoenbrunn and you 
enter the City of Five Governments. 


It is very trying for the Viennese, when we 
have enough troubles and worries with one 
government of our own selection. Imagine four 
extra ones, not of the same tongue and cus- 
toms. You see Jeeps roaming around with Ameri- 
can, British, French and Russian MPs cruising 
for troubles that don’t exist.

I followed that first visit with 
several more, to observe the 
progress of patients under treat- 
ment. I learned that electro- 
coagulation (diathermy) of in- 
fected tonsils was quite as ef- 
fective as radical tonsillectomy 
and that this modern method, 
unlike radical tonsillectomy, in- 
volves no hospitalization and no 
risk to life.

Lack of Vitamin B-12 
Hinders Child Growth 


The growth possibilities in the new Vitamin B-12 are 
truly exciting. Actual experiments with “growth failure” 
children have been carried out with the new vitamin, and 
the results discussed in the May issue of Nutrition Re- 


views. 

The aim of the experiments 
was to ascertain whether Vita- 
min B-12 would reveal “growth- 
promoting” properties in chil- 
dren who did not grow nor- 
mally, and in particular wheth- 
er it would enhance the growth 
rate of children who were get- 
ting all the foods required for 
normal growth. These experi- 
ments were made at a fresh air 
camp in Cleveland. 


Eleven children, six boys and 
five girls, ages 5 to 12 years, 
were chosen. These cases were 
termed “simple growth failures,” 
the term applying not only to 
height but to all-round physical 
development as measured ac- 
cording to the Grid chart, a tech- 
nical devise for measuring 
growth that is tailored to the 
individual child. 

Three children were picked 
because of slow growth results 
even'when receiving good food, 
and eight were chosen at ran- 
dom from the 76 children living 
at camp. Thus the remaining 65 
children, who were given the 
same food and lived under the 
same conditions but without the 
special vitamin, constituted the 
control group. In other words, 
“chance” was ruled out, for all 
children lived under exactly 
the same conditions. 

Five of the 11 children re- 
sponed positively and defi- 
nately to Vitamin -B-12; and four 
of these in eight weeks’ tinfe 
made an average gain of more 
than three times their own pre- 
vious. growth rate. The fifth 
child almost tripled his growth 
rate. 

Since the growth-promoting 
effect of B-12 in the case of the 
five children was beyond doubt, 
it may be presumed that their 
diet had not supplied enough 
B-12 to permit them to grow 
and develop at a maximum rate. 
Conversely it appears that the 6 
children who did not react to 
the new vitamin were able to 
get all the B-12 they needed 
from their diet.

This upward surge developed without the stimulus of war 
which did not boost prices, sales and earnings until,the start of 
the second half of the year. 

A compilation made Wednesday by the Associated Press of the 
earnings of 450 corporations in all fields of business showed these 
totals: 

1950 second quarter $1,625,040,257; 1949 second quarter $1,- 
132,763,017; increase: 43 percent. 1950 first half $2,865,306,259; 
1949 first half $2,319,616,453; increase: 24 percent. 

The percentage of gain over a year ago reflects the quickie 
recession during the first half of 1949 which, of course, makes 
Wednesday’s earnings look even bigger by comparison.
